Tuesday Morning, reb|2Q« ,1872 
TheNew School System. 



* The Provincial Secretary promises to 
place the now School Bill boforo t5xo 
Iiegisiatuee on Monday next. Beyond 
tho glimmer of light thrown opon it 
in tho speech from the Throno, wo have 
no moana of knowing tho nataro of 
the measure. Yet to bo nsearcd 
that it provides for ' tho establish- 
ment of a system of noit'sootariati freo 
echools thronghout tho Trovinco' is 
much. So fur as theso words go, they 
cortainly point in tho right direction 
— thoy are in accord with public senti- 
ment. Tho unanimous verdict of tho 
constituencies has been for froo non- 
eoctarian State School?; and if tho Minis- 
try bring down a mcasuro based upon 
theso principles in tho full aud popular 
lonee, and provido tlx machinery and 
the money for an efficient administra- 
tion of tho new system, it will meet one 
of tho country's groatcst wants and tend 
to strengthen and popularizo tho now 
Crovorurneut. Tbero is no desire to 
underestimate tho difficulties which 
surround ihiB subject. To establish and 
-work, out an efficient educational yystcm 
in a country extending over SO vast an 
area go sparsely peoploU is, indeod, no 
easy task. In country dietrieta,aijd uOre 
especially thoso beyond tho Onscadi'S.tlie 
great ditliculty to bo encountered ia that 
of getting withiu «c'nool-gting distance 
a sufficient Dumber of obildren to con., 
etiiuto a good bctiool. 'There are to bo 
mot with instances where u sweep ol 
a hundred miles would not givo a hun- 
dred children of school going age. 
Could all thoso children ho got together 
they would make one first class school; 
bu', divided otf into so many seciiooe 
they would muko ten or a dozen very 
poor schools. Wow, how is the difficulty 
to be got over '/ It is obvious, on 
tho (no hand, that theso children cannot 
bo expected "to travol lrom five to fifty 
milos in order to attend sohoul. It is 
equally obvious, on tho other hand, that' 
the circumstance of their being so 
scattered must not bo taken as a justi- 
fication for noglecting their education. 
On too contrary, tho scattered pioneer 
Bottlers of tho outlaying districts aro pre- 
eminently entitled to consideration end 
help. Wo suggest a plan which, al- 
though not altogether original or new, 
. has notyot received that attention it 
JeservePi Divido tho country beyord 
\he Cascades into threo or moro school 

Jtriote, with a viotv to each of these 
&ricis poB;esBing not less than ono 
fcred cbildron of school age. In n 
cential or oui«- v «*ig oouveuiont and 
dcBirublo location in co.cn UiftAtint, erect 
and equip educational buildings wbied, 
wbilo ample to moot present need, 
lould bo extended according to future 
requirements, Lot theso buildings eom- 
'nrleeall tho convoniencoj and applian- 
ces for boarding, lodging and educatin • 
•whatever number ot children might he 
estimatod to attend, und let ta wholo 
be conducted under the proYhio n8 f the 
Act It is not proposed to cumber the 
present article with details resting 
the conduot of theso Boveral braa CUt . b 
f the establishment and deflno the |>tj. 
cise relations that should subsist botwwu 
thoso ontrusted with tho direct over, 
eight of Abe different departments; lm> 
we shall at once proceed to point out 
soroo ct tbo moro obvious advantage;, 
offered by this plan. Assuming the 
Pistrict tp compriso one hundred 
children end to oxtetd ovor an area ol 
ono hundred milee, proceeding in the 
ordinary way about ten scboolhouaes 
would be required, Then tho ten scbool- 
hoiueB must bo furnished and main- 
tained] aud a teacher for each provided, 
But even with theso ten schools thodis 
tanco in mut-y in-trncta would be alto- 
gether too great lor children of m re 
tender age: and mote especially would 
this bo tli o case whero the read or p.ith 
lay through wild, rough and unsettled 
regionr, as would frequently bo tin 
cose. The result would be that tim e 
schools, miserably small, Lt best, neve 
well attended, would bo almost desc--^! 
durmg tho inclement seasons el l-*8 year. 
Small schools means porr teachers ai d 
un-atistaotory results, Under thoso 
circumstances it won-'d piobably c s' 
the iStnto coneideroOly over one hundred 
ilollurn a year, poi capita, to educilo (r.ulier, 
no< to educate) tbeae children. Bat. il ibe 
plan wa have suggested wero adopted, how 
very different would be iho result*. The 
Bnitj ot buildings, oomplettly furoisbed wit i 
all iho best nod most modern appliances, 
would, in Ibe fi ret instance, coil much Iui-b 
than tho ten BCboolhooaea; while the 
.lecoesary stuff of taaobeis und other 
BSHstuwtH would oost vory modi leas than 
tbo ton Ifacbers, alihougb, it the same tune, 
poiietsing superior qualifications. The 
children would enjoy nil the advantages ol a 
fiiat class Bcbool, oornpiisiogall the comloit-. 
of a KBpectabla and well orderdod home. 
Thoy would bo iu atlendancu every day, in 
nil weather, and tbs Iiuuih tin t would oihur- 
wilg novo to be spout in threading their 
weary ond BOmetirceS dnnrjorous way tbrou-; h 
solitary lores i , or over swollen Btreama would 
be devoted totbeir studies. Is ii t)o much to 
Boy that ono year patsed under BUoh cirenrn» 
Btaoces would be of more real value to iho 
child than threo years flittered away in ii- 
rogular atendanco at u "one-horeo" ecbool? 
And, iu addition to all theso immediate ad- 
vantages, it meat readily occur to the reader's 
relleolion that there are other, if more remota 
advantagta pcasesBed by thin plan. How 
very easy, for instance, to supply tho higher 
edqoatlon which would be impossible iu the 
othor eaao. VV honever circumotunctw called 
for audi a thing, a department for tho olaseiCB 
could oaHilv bu ealabliehod, thus placing a 
superior education within tho easy roaoh ol 
fivpry settler. Hut docs tho reader ask how 
Iho bi.ord and lodging nil's aro to bo mot? 
In fcbja way: It Iiub already been Heen thut 
tbo ooet of establishing, equipping und main- I 



taininK the big establishment would bs very 
much lesB thao tbo ten litilo ones. Let tho 
parent pay towards the coat of boarding and 
lodging his ota'ild os nearly ns could bo rec- 
koned what itwouldcrstatbomo. The num- 
bai of cbildreo being larno. tho location easy 
of acoeso and oapplies bouL'ht at wboloBalo 
piicca the expense of maintaining a otiild at 
aurh on institution should nut bo appreciably 
grantor than tho expotiso of maintaining it at 
home. Hut if there should bo any additional 
exponsa, lot it be met out ot what would bo 
saved to tho Stnta under the other hoads; for 
wo are oareful that education shall not ccs: 
tho Btruu'K'ing pioneer ee t'er higher thaD it 
costs thoBQ in moro thickly settled com- 
munilies. Volumes migbt ba wrifon upon iho 
numoroua advactapos of such b plan as that 
which we have suggeftsd; but, lor tho present 
we are content to submit thrsn hnsny and 
neceEsanly credo thoughts to the public, and 
especially to those antiuttsd wlti tho pre- 
paratioc of the now pchool Bvetem.

Wreck at Mayuo Islaud— Two Lives 
Lost. 



Intolligonce reachoa iho U. S. OoiisqI on 
Sunday evening that tlio American bark 
Zephyr, Btone.ladea for San Francisco had 
been totally lost near Mayno Island and that 
tho Captain (Hipson^ and a seaman named 
James Stewart woro drowned. Tho news was 
brought by the cbiof officer (Mr Lu.k) nrd 
nil but two of the surnvora ot tho crew. The 
Zephyr sailed from Nowcastlo for San Fran- 
ciico with Btona for the new Mint on Monday 
last. On the following morning, at 3J o'clock, 
durinR a blinding snow-storm, Bhe struck on 
tho low, rocky ihore of ilayne Island, knocks 
in« a great hole in ber bilge. The vosael be. 
can to sink rapidly and at 6.} o'clock tnrned 
on her«idR»nd went down in SO fsot of 
water. All bands — save Captain Hipson, 
Btewart, and the cook— succeeded in reacbinp; 
the boat, and getting clear cf the wreck. The 
boat 'ay alongside until daybreak, when the 
cook was discorered cl : '-ing to the foro yard 
■nd was rescued. Search was made for the 
missing men, but tboy had sunk to rise no 
more. The crew experienced much difficulty 
in reaching this port, owina to the high wind 
that prevailed for sevs; .1 days. They arc 
in a destitute condition, having saved none of 
their effects, and are kindly cared for by Con- 
■ ul Eckstien, The second mate and one man 
lemain to watch; but no bopo is entertain.d 
of saving Iter. The mainmast in about 20 
feet out of water at low tide.
